Big Historical 
In Ruling On 
Find Hinted 
Indian Bones 


The possibility that local school | 
boys have uncovered a hidden por­ 
tion of the district’s earliest Indian I 
history was described as a “ very; 
good chance” late Tuesday. 
The 
enthusiastic 
speculation 
was voiced by M. E. Noggle, top 
rated 
authority 
here 
on 
the 
area’s Indian history and details 
of the period when Mound Build­ 
ers lived in what is now Pick­ 
away County. He m ade the com­ 
ment when notified of an anthro­ 
pologist's report on a skull and 
bones found recently along tracks 
of 
the 
Chesapeake 
and 
Ohio 
Railway south of Circleville. 
Dr. Ray S. Baby, curator of the 
archeological departm ent at Ohio 
State Museum in Columbus, said 
the human remains discovered by 
school boys are those of a prehis­ 
toric male Indian. Dr. Baby esti­ 
mated the Indian at death w a s 
about 36 years old, and about five 
feet, three and one-half inches tall. 
The anthropologist said he 
be­ 


lieves the Indian has been d e a d 
since a time somewhere between 
the years 1300 and 1600, a range 
covering the period of America s 
discovery. There were no signs of 
violence in the pieces of the skele­ 
ton, he Chided.

ONE of the foremost 
experts in this section of the na­ 
tion on the science and history of 
the human race, was called in for 
consultation at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity by pathologists. P i c k a w a y

Noggle, with whom Dr. Baby has 
conferred on historical m atters in 
the past, said “ it’s very likely that

Although surprised by the Col­ 
umbus report, Noggle said it was 


very possible that rem ains dating 
back so far could have been found 
so close to the surface along the 
railroad line, constructed about a 
quarter-century ago.

I fs so good, they say, 
it’ll even keep tissue paper dry 
in a rainstorm and permit you to 
carry a quart of loose milk home 
in a paper bag. 
The discovery is reported in the 
newspaper Leningrad Pravda. Sci­ 
entists at 
Leningrad 
University 
are credited with developing the 
process. 
No details are given except to 
say the “ chemicals used are of a 
silicious organic character which 
are cheap and can be produced in 
large quantities.” 
The paper claim s this is an en­ 
tirely new' waterproofing method. I 
It says that where rubber “ m echan-! 
ically keeps w ater out, hydrofobi- 
zation precents the molecular ties 
between water 
and 
fabric 
and 
treated fabric therefore repels wat­ 
e r.” 
This means you could throw your 
raincoat and rubbers away if you 
had a suit and shoes treated with 
the s»uff. Paper cups no longer will 
have to be waxed, water colors 
can be washed 
after 
treatment, 
and “ even the 
cheapest 
cottons 
will repel water as if they were 
made of rubber.” 
The article goes on to say that 
treated and untreated fa bric s are 
indistinguishable in appearance. 
The chemical cannot be remov­ 
ed from the fabric either by boil­ 
ing or chemical detergents.

som e­ 
where in the area of the Old High 
St. Cemetery, “ or s o m e w h e r e 
around there and Hargu$ Creek” . 
Nothing has ever been found, he 
said, to substantiate 
this 
theory, 
and the true location instead m ay 
be south of the city along the rail­ 
road line. Noggle explained 
t h e 
Hopewell 
Indians 
usually had 
a 
burial ground for “ the c o m m o n 
people” and another for the “ aris­ 
tocrats’. It has been 
widely 
be­ 
lieved that a burial ground for the 
latter was located in a mound that 
once stood on the present site of 
St. Philip’s Church, on W. Mound 
St. 
No large Indian burial ground for 
the “ common people” has e v e r 
been definitely located in this se c ­ 
tion. “ The common people am ong 
the Indians of that tim e,” Noggle 
said, “ didn't rate mounds.” 
He was likewise especially in­ 
terested in L oekard’s mention of 
skeletons being buried in

AN AWFUL LOT OF COFFEE 
WITH EVERYONE from the President 
on down to the housewife calling for a full 
scale investigation of coffee prices, the 
Brazilian government may find that an in­ 
vitation it extended earlier will not quite 
m eet the situation. 
When anyone heaves a rock at the cof­ 
fee industry, Brazil is automatically in­ 
cluded in the target area. And when the 
industry’s spokesmen in this country found 
their explanations of the high price of cof­ 
fee were inadequate, the Rio De Janeiro 
government stepped in. 
The Brazilians sent an invitation to the 
Federation of American Women’s Clubs to 
send four “typical housewives” on a trip 
to Brazil to see the situation firsthand. The 
invitation was also sent to Congressmen, a 
group of newspaper and magazine publish­ 
ers and union heads. The trip, of course, 
was on the Brazilian government and the 
last word was that the housewives h a d 
snapped up the bid. 
Brazil has a salubrious climate this time 
of the year and the Brazilians are fine and 
gallant hosts. The highlight of the t o u r 
would be a tour through the coffee produc­ 
ing regions to prove once and for all that 
frosts and lack of increased planting are 
the real culprits. The Brazilians continue 
to insist that no skullduggery or price rig­ 
ging are involved. 
But would such subsidized tourists be 
able to tell a frost struck coffee plant from 
a healthy one? The trip might be more 
harmful than useful to Brazilian public re­ 
lations. The North Americans would see 
mountains of coffee, thousands of acres of 
coffee trees—an awful lot o coee, as the 
song goes. It would be difficult to help the 
state of mind or a character who’s broke 
by taking him on a tour of Fort Knox. 


TIME COUNTS 
■HAVE A MINUTE? Of course, you say. 
But those minutes—and there are 525.600 
in a year—are costly. The Family Econom­ 
ics Bureau of the Northwestern Life Insur­ 
ance Company, assigned itself a vear-end 
project to ascertain just how expensive 
they are. 
For example, it was found that for na­ 
tional defense the American people spent 
approximately $85,000 a minute throughout 
the year 1953. Foreign aid cost $11,000 a 
minute. 
During 1953 Americans enjoyed a total 
income of nearly $600,000 a minute, out of 
which they paid taxes to the federal gov­ 
ernment at the rate of S135.000 a minute, 
not to mention an additional $38,000 to state 
and local tax collectors. 
Now you know the worst. While the clock 
ticks, 
the dollars fly. 
This 
knowledge 
should lead to a revival of clock-watching 
in this country on a scale never heretofore 
approached. 


Back in the early days of the New Deal. 
it made sense to quarrel over the nature 
and purpose of labor unions. I once wrote 
a book on the subject, which is now out of 
print, but which warned of the dangers of 
new trends in trade unionism. 
. In 1954, the labor unions are in the Unit­ 
ed States to s t a y and a system of opera­ 
tions has been established which has the 
sanction of Congressional action and judi­ 
cial decision. It serves no valid purpose to 
oppose trade unionism per se, although it 
is possible to say that those who opposed 
Prohibition kept up their opposition until a 
Constitutional 
amendment 
was 
passed 
abolishing that abomination. 
It is not likely that any opposition to la­ 
bor unions will lead to a change in the so­ 
cial institutions arising from their exis­ 
tence. American industry has adjusted to 
the necessity of some form of collective 
bargaining under the legal arrangements 
first stipulated in the Wagner Law a n d 
now in the Taft-Hartlev Law. The proposed 
revision of the Taft-Hartley Law, as advo­ 
cated by President Eisenhower, in no man­ 
ner alters the relationship between man­ 
agement and the unions. 
It is probable that management desires 
no radical alteration in those relationships, 
as was evident in a series of private con­ 
ferences last Spring and Summer between 
lawyers representing industry and the un­ 
ions. In fact, most industries, either sepa­ 
rately or in their trade associations, have 
established permanent labor law depart­ 
ments as a result of the vast changes in 
management-union problems which have 
emerged and taken form since 1935. 
Whether a union belongs to the A.F. of 
L., the C.I.O., to John L. Lewis’s separate 
enterprise or to an independent union, it is 
being managed by professionals w h o s e 
principal business is to operate labor un­ 
ions. These professionals may be divided 
into four categories: I. Careerists; 2. The 
old school of Social Democrats; 3. Rack­ 
eteers; 4. Communists. 
The careerists are professionals who op­ 
erate unions as a way of life and are con­ 
cerned with the success of their unions. 
Such men as John L. Lewis and George 
Meany represent this type of labor leader 
and generally serve their unions well. They 
are usually good citizens and are honest as 
most men are in a competitive work. They 
subordinate all questions to the interests of 
their particular union. More and more 
unions are falling into the hands of these 
careerists and on the whole, this is as it 
should be. 
The old line Social 
Democrats are a 
small but powerful remnant of pre-Wagner 
Law trade unionism, when the struggle 
between trade unions and management 
was generally difficult, and the unions n o t1 
very successful. These leaders are ideolog­ 
ically Socialists, but they are anti-Commu- 
nists. The battle between Socialists a n d 
Communists is often more violent than 
most of us realize. 
It has been continuous since 1903 at Lon­ 
don, when the Russian Social Democratic 
Party split between Bolsheviks and Men­ 
sheviks. The hatred of one group for the 
other is intense. Among the leaders of the 
Social Democrats are David Dubinskv and 
Walter Reuther and their political weapon 
is the Americans for Democratic Action 
(A.D.A.).

Council Delays Action On Move To Hire Court Office Help 


Rev. Weaver 
Appointed To

Lawmakers indicate 
City M ay Relax Its 
Tax On Tickets 


Encouraged by a bypass agree­ 
ment reached by principals hud­ 
dling in the hallway outside Coun­ 
cil’s chamber, municipal lawmak­ 
ers Tuesday night moved with lit­ 
tle delay through a variety of oth­ 
er business. 
Some 
of the 
matters were 
strictly in the class of things-to- 
be-done, while others hinted of 
more discussion at a later date. 
One of the latter was touched 
upon prior to the hallway confer­ 
ence on the bypass. It developed 
from a report submitted for Jan- ] 
uary business 'handled by the new 
municipal court. 
Councilman Richard Penn noti- I 
lied Council tho court is “ ’way 
behind in its W’ork” as far as re­ 
cording the cases is concerned, and 
suggested an appropriation for the 
hiring of 
a 
secretarial 
helper. 
Chairman George ( rites of Coun­ 
cil’s finance committee joined in 
urging such action, calling atten­ 
tion to the large amount of work 
handled by the court in its first 
month of operation. 


* 
* 
* 
PENN MOVED that an ordi­ 
nance be prepared for the needed 
appropriation. But Councilman Ray 
Cook, presiding in the absence of 
Council President Ben Gordon, rul­ 
ed the motion “ out of order at this 
time.” Cook pointed out the busi­ 
ness on hand was acceptance of 
the court’s financial report. 
It was accepted, but the question 
of the ordinance was left hanging 
fire. 
Councilman Harold Clifton said 
he believes parking 
regulations 
should be revised for N. Scioto St. 
between Main and High streets. 
The matter was referred to the 
safety committee for possible ac­ 
tion later. 
Crites notified Council t h a t 
new crossing gates have been in­ 
stalled at the railroad crossing 
on S. Court St. He said t h e y 
seemed to be “ an improvement." 
“I’m glad to hear it," said Cook. 
Council was then asked to con­ 


firm the Rev. Robert Weaver as a 
member of the city health board. 
Mayor Bob Hedges made the ap­ 
pointment to fill the board’s only 
vacancy, and Council confirmed the 
choice. Penn praised the appoint­ 
ment as “ an excellent choice.” 
Council held to first reading a 
resolution which would give t h e 
city's approval for a minor change 
in the location of the Circleville- 
Stoutsville Road in the vicinity of 
Pickaway County fairgrounds.

COUNCILMAN Clarence Helver- 
ing urged immediate adoption of 
the resolution and Crites offered a 
second to the motion, but Clifton 
objected to immediate action. He 
pointed out it should be held “ until 
the public has had an opportunity 
to talk to Council—there may be 
something they’d want to say,” 
This was agreed. 
When Crites voiced opposition, 
Council decided to set aside an or­ 
dinance that would transfer $600 
from the general fund to the Serv­ 
ice Department for cleaning a n d 
repairing Smith Ditch —- a large 
Southend storm sewer draining into 
the Scioto River. Crites urged some 
other way be sought to pay for the 
work, instead of taking the money 
out of the general fund. It w a s 
agreed to draw up another ordi­ 
nance. 
Council held to first reading a 
measure proposing payment of $25 
for damages claimed by Lee Gif- 
fin, who said a tire on his truck 
was punctured by a pitchfork at 
the city dump. 
An ordinance transferring $700 
from the general fund to the 
Safety Department for two traf­ 
fic lights was passed on first 
reading. One of the new lights 
will 
be 
at Seyfert Ave. 
and 
N. Court St., and the other at 
Mingo and E. Main streets. 
The lawmakers also okayed an 
ordinance to transfer $116.99 from 
the general fund to the Safety De­ 
partment for police 
equipment. 
Council was told by Crites th?.t the 
money was needed to buy “ pants, 
socks and boots” for the city’s mo­ 
torcycle officer. 
“ If an officer goes out and rides 
a 
motorcycle in this weather,” 
Crites said, “ I think ifs only fair 
for the city to buy the equipment."

WITHOUT FORMAL discussion. 
Council approved the transfer of 
$850 from the general fund to the 
Safety Department for radio equip­ 
ment. The city police radio setup is 
being modernized and new equip­ 
ment is being purchased. 
Council authorized a new c o n ­ 


tract with the Columbus firm of 
Burgess and Niple for engineering 
services needed in the city wrater 
department. The approval was de­ 
scribed as routine. 
(’rites then reminded 
Council 
that the theater firm represented 
locally has asked for relaxation of 
the city’s amusement tax law in 
view of declining business. He indi­ 
cated he favored granting the re­ 
quest but invited other members 
of Council to express their views. 
Penn said the city is reluctant 
to take such action, “because we 
need the money," but added the 
move may be necessary to en­ 
able the business to continue. 
Action on the theater firm’s re­ 
quest may come next meeting.
